A London correspondent pays tbis 


tribute to tbo ability with which an 
English labor organization manages its 
affairs : "Well organized as is modern 
warfare in highly civilised communi- 
ties) it is not conducted rcore scientific- 
ally tbatt a labc-T caropaiga in industrial 
England. For font ffn'5ths a tremen- 
dous conflict has been in progress In tac 
engineering trade, and from the outset 
there bas been neither irregular siir- 
mishing nor any miscalculated maneu- 
ver, Each side has depended open per- 
fection cf organization aud magnitude 
of financial resources. It bas been a test 
of endurance between the Amalgamated 
Engineers and the Employers' National 
federation, and tbe battle has been 
fought without rioting, bloodshed or 
outrage, but not without inflexible cour- 
age and determination. The authorities 
of tbe Amalgamated Engineers boasted 
at the outset tbat they had about |J,- 
750. 000 oa hand for the payment of 
strikers' wages. Probably their re- 
sources were overstated, but whatever 
tbe fund was it has been well nigh ex- 
hausted. 


"The charge is made that tbe employ- 


ers of tha National federation have 
openly challenged the right of the en- 
gineers to combine in self defense acd 
are striving to destroy trades unionise, 
and organized labor is responding gen-

The old music of the Greeks and He- 


brews was full of heroic jiower and the 
circus and temple were proof of its in- 
centive. Heroes raced and wrestled, 
poets and orators spoke, and devotees 
prayed under its stirring strains. The 
great melodies of nations are battle 
songs or hymns of loyalty and faith, 
and with our modern music we should 
not lose that ancient fire. 


Many a hymn with a grand senti- 


ment has been killed by being set to 
ridiculous music. Take, for instance, 
that well-known selection that was so 
popular several years ago with our 
quartet choirs, "Consider the Ulies." 
Could any sentiment be more beautiful 
than the full text of the song, "Con- 
sider the lilies of the field, how they 
grow; they toil not, neither do they 
spin, and yet 1 say unto you that even 
Solomon in all his glory was not ar- 
rayed like tine of these." Now how- 
was it rendered? It started off all 
right, and ran along peacefully and 
harmoniously until they came to the 
place where they^said "Solomon in all 
his glory was not|arrayed-" Here they 
ran on a snag and had to go back, take 
a fresh start and go all o-\er it. again, 
and when they got that far they stalled 
again, and then from that on the piece 
is rendered about like this: "And yet 
I say unto yon that Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed, was not arrayed,

with all the tricks of "tremolos" and 
trills and grimaces and rolling of eyes 
and heaving of chests, it is just simply 
impossible to understand a word they 
sing, and for the life of you, you can- 
net tell whether they are singing in 
English, Italian or just ordinary Hot- 
tentot. John, in his Apocalyptic vis 
ion, tells of the choir of one * hundred 
and forty und four thousand and tells 
the very words that he heard them 
sing, it certainly must have been an 
heavenly choir, for I defy him or any 
other man to go into one of our mod 
ern churches and distinguish the words 
of any of the hymns sung by our mod- 
ern choirs. The singing of hymns by 
choirs seems to be a lost art. They 
will sometimes sing selections so you 
can understand them, but as soon as 
they strike a hymn they seem to lose 
all power of enunciation. 


Many a time the effect of a good ser- 


mon is destroyed by the rendering of 
the hymn which the preacher announ- 
ces, which he thinks a fitting climax 
to his sermon. For instance, after we 
bave listened to an eloquent sermon on 
Christian Unity, the preacher gives oat 
the very appropriate hymn, 


"Blest lie th» tie that hinds 
Our hearts lu Christian love." 


What a wonderfully spiritual uplift 


we get when the "up-to-date" choir 
arises and gives us this soul-stirring 
version of the hymn— 


"Blaw bftw aw taw taw baw 
Aw haw aw caw tnw law." 


It is of no use for the congregation 


to kick, for no congregation has any 
rights that the modern choir is bound 
to respect. Fortunately, all choirs are 
not thus; there are a few notable ex- 
ceptions. I frequently listen to a choir 
that actually sings in the English lan- 
guage; but they will have to stop it 
very soon or they will lose caste in 
musical circles, for a choir that so far 
forgets itself as to sing so that the 
common herd can understand what 
they say is not to be tolerated for a 
moment. 


Then, as the high class music be- 


comes more and more general, our 
simple songs and melodies will disap- 
pear, and the children of the future 
will not be .soothed to sleep by the 
mother softly singing a swee't little lul- 
laby. They will be stunned into un- 
consciousness by the mother "render- 
ing a Cavafcina" from Tanhauser or the 
Gotterdaminerung. I don't know what 
that last, word means in Butch, but 
when 1 think of high class music there 
is something "lilling" and soothing in 
the English sound of the word, and it 
seen- s to come nearer expressing my 
opinion of the subject. 


X. P. Willis has said: "I am per- 


fectly aware that the whole drift of the 
day is toward technique. I venture, 
nevertheless, to put in a word in behalf 
of the old song singing, where good 
words were made more precious by ap- 
propriate musical rendeiing." 


There need be no quarrel between 


the two, nor is music degraded by hav- 
ing to minister to the expression of 
thought, any more than sculpture is 
degraded by the ministering to the 
beauty of architecture. 


This is the day when the mere art of 


metrical composition has all but reach- 
ed perfection. Song singing finds it 
hard to stand its ground against a mu- 
sical culture which insists upon the 
highest artistic excellence or nothing 
at all. 


Wagnerian fervor which looks down

I asked Senator W. E. ChandU-r for a 


forecast of the legislation ac the corning 
section at congress, writes a correcpand- 
sot of the New York World. He replied: 


"It is lay impression that the session 


need not be long and »»y. in a certain 
sense, be devoid of highly important in 
clients. I plaoa first the question of 
Cuba; second, Hawaii and its annexa- 
tion. On both of these subjects I bcpe 
for action. Kest comes the discussion 
of the money question. It cannot well 
be avoided, bat upon it I expert no ac- 
tion.There will be discussion or trusts, 
especially in connection with pooling 
by interstate railroads,-on wbich I do 
not really expect there will be any ac- 
tion. I do not see in any one of these 
subjects to be discussed without action 
or to be discussed and acted upon the 
elements of a long session. If, therefore, 
the appropriation bills pass the house 
promptly, I look for a short and un- 
eventful congress.'' 


The othe» important feature that 


yon anticipate possible action upon in 
congress is the monetary question. Whi»s 
are your views concerning it?" I in- 
quired. 
"Believing in. tho supreme impor- 


tance of a decision by the nations of the 
world of the question, What ia to be in 
the future our metallic xneaey?it is dif- 
ficult for me to take- mtch interest iu 
any subsidiary or incidental flans con- 
cerning the currency. Until -we know 
whether there is to he e foundation on 
both sides under tha building, or wheth- 
er it is to bs built with a *oandation,on 
one side only, disewssinaa about the 
Knd of saperstmcwre Us* ia to be built 
are cf UiUe tapoKaace. I have no idea 
that the world is to be carried perma- 
B<sitiy to the gold standard and feel 
gore that bimetallism will eventually 
prevail Until this ia readied I am in- 
clined to think that we had better let

"What aro your anticipations of leg- 


islation regarding trusts and railroad 
combinations:-" 


"There is great difficulty in dealing 


with trusts in general by act of con- 
gress, owing to the doubt about the 
jurisdiction. The states possess ample 
power to suppress trusts and combina- 
tions hi restraint of trade. With this 
doubt about the jurisdiction attempts to 
effectually oppose trusts and combina- 
tions by laws of congress are of doubt- 
ful vaine, yet I think congress t.'iihi to 
do all it can. 
"There in ona trust, hower*r. over 


which congress has complete jurisdic- 
tion. That is the combination of the in- 
terfrtat* railroads. 
These roads now 


maintain in existence a gigantic com- 
bination of 31 roads, with a capital of 
13,500,000,000, virtually controlling all 
the railroads in the United States, with

of $11,000,000,000.

The boat inside is four feet iu diam-

diameter, aud holds ouly one person 


at a time. The boat accommodates only 
about foar persons comfortably, al- 
though six might be stov;od away in 
her. 


The motion of tb« boat in the water 


i« so even that U is almost impercepti- 
Vl«. -This is duo to the fact that resist- 
ijico is reduced almost to nothing by 
the sbapo cf the beat nnd the smooth ac- 
tion of the machinery. The spirit level 
on our trip showed almost no variation 
from the first The only time motion 
was observed was in the descent, and 
then it was merely a gentle decline. 


R:ariBg In England. 


The "Holkbam Game Book," one of 


the most interesting shooting records in 
the world, shows that in tbo year 1800 
no more than 855 pheasants were killed 
during the whole season upon Lord 
Leicester's famous 
sporting estate. 


Pheasants rapidly grew iu favor? how- 
ever, as the present century advanced, so 
that by 1845 a tog of 1,000 head cf these 
birds in a single day's shooting cotsld be 
recorded, while about 40 years later, in 
1883, on a well known northern estate 
— Lord Sefton's—no less than 6,038 
liead of pheasants were accounted for in 
four days'November shooting. The besl 
of tbeso four days yielded 3,873 pheas 
ants, while in addition to th. immense 
number of pheasants about 1,600 head 
of other gamo were picked up during 
the week. 
In 1896, upon this same estate of 


Crosteth. 7.09!) pheasants were bagged 
during four days' shooting, besides other 
game. Since tho year iSliO the demands 
of pheasant shooters aud preservers bavo 
resulted in the development of a highly 
scientific industry, which now occnpj™* 
thousands of hands in different part:: of 
the oonntry and undoubtedly circulates 
a great deal "f money in rural districts. 
The late Maharajah Dhnleep Singh's 
estate at Elevedon was oao of the pio- 
neers of these sporting industries. In 
these establishments the art of rearing 
in redu.**) almost to an exact science.—

Henry Georfie a* » Financier. 


The panic year of 189a gave him an 


opportunity to apply in practice hia 
financial thrones aud to illustrate hap- 
pily for his friends tho iniquity of pri- 
vate ownership of land and pnblic fran- 
chises. The proprietors of BOUTO large 
manufactories in a small town were 
about to shnt dovrn, as money was not 
to be had. This would have tbrowr 
many men out of employment and lost 
to a proportion of them their homes, 
partly paid for. On tho advice of Mr. 
George the employers deposited govern- 
ment bonds, securities resting on the 
Hood faith of the government, with a 
New York trust company. The latter 
then issued certificates against these 
bonds in denominations of from |1 to 
$20. The men accepted the certificate* 
as notes for their wages; the merchant* 
of the place took them as notes for their 
goods. Six $20,000 blocks of these cer- 
tificates were issued aud went into cir- 
culation, tho factories were kept going, 
nobody lost, and Mr. George claimed a 
trium|m for fiat, moue.y.—From "Hcary 
George, m Character Sketch," by Arthur 
UcEwcu, in American Monthly Review 
of Reviews.

Give us 
about HO flett commerce destroyers, all 
a-im frigates with good pairs cf legs 
ike tbo Columbia aad Minneapolis, and 
we would Lavo tbo enemy begging for 
mercy iu no time. Take tbo little Esses 
that was cuder command of Porter dur- 
ing tho -war cf 1813. Single handed 
she drove the commerce of England off 
the Pacific ocean aud was only finally 
captured in a neutral port. Forts are 
necessary, but let us have more active 
and moving forts, those that can ven- 
ture out to defend the coast and those 
that can prey upon tbe commerce cf the 
aggressor. 


"Let these little frigates go abroad, 


>et them burn, sink aud destroy, and 
then get away. Why, 1 would run like 
a dog after I had committed as much 
depredation as possible and then saw a 
jigger fellow than i bearing down upon 
me. Let as havo about ten more moni- 
tors, even though wa have about that 
number now. We also need about 20 
more torpedo boats. These, together 
with the spuedy vessels that I havo just 
mentioned, would put us in good fight- 
ing trim. 


"War with Spain? Well, it would bo 


foolhardy in tbe dons to presa us too 
bard. Spain knows her navy ia almost 
ou a par with ours, and as tho £ght 
would all be on the sea and about tbe 
vicinity of Cuba sho would undoubtedly 
give us trouble for a time, but only a 
very short time. Tbe Spaniards are an 
ignorant people, the most deuscly igno- 
rant, I believe, of any of the civilized 
nations. But they are haughty, and 
should they see that their cause in Cuba 
is lost they would fight the Ucitpd 
States nt the expense cf the freedom of 
tho island to save their hoaor. 


"As to a war with Eugland, that is 


almost out of tbo question. England 
eonldu't afford it. If our ports were 
blockaded, there \vould be a bread riot 
in tbe British Isles in littlo or uo time 
They arc dtpewiont upon us for their 
cereuls. The United States, by tho way, 
I believe, is tbo only country tbat could 
depend upon iu own resources in case 
of war. 


"Spain says eho would first proceed 


to destroy our commerce. That is ridic- 
ulous. Almost all of tbe exports of 
America are carried by foreit^i ships, i 
because, the crev.-s can bo employed at i 
cheaper wages. This, however, is not to | 
our credit. More merchantmen tbat 
could be turned into fighting frigates . 
shonld.be flying the American flag. Tho ! 
gcvcrsmcut should espc-r.d about $SO,- 
OUU.OUO in building such vessels or let 
the big exporters braid them and pay 
for their reconstruction out of what they 
would receive from the government for 
carrying the mails. The United States 
would really be embarrassed right now 
ia case of war with any groat power be- 
cause of a lack of ships to convey the 
soldiers. " — New York Sun.
